A BY  LAW

Be  it  onacteil  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of  the 
Municipality  of  Bichmond  that  fr<nn  and  after 
the  passing  of  this  By-Law  the  roads  hereinafter 
described,  shall  be  established,  and  thereafter,  so  Itnig 
as  this  By-Law  shall  lemain  in  force,  shall  l)c  dealt 
with  as  Public  Highways  within  the  , jurisdiction  of 
the  Council,  in  accordance  with  the  “Municipal  Act, 
1891.” 

1.  Beginning  at  the  north  end  of  the  bridge  crossing 
the  North  Arm  of  the  Fraser  River  from  Lulu  Island 
to  Sea  Island,  thence  extending  across  the  corner  or 
point  of  Sea  Island  until  it  meets  the  bridge  leading 
from  Sea  Island  to  the  Mainland,  with  a width  of  44 
feet. 

2.  Beginning  where  No.  9 Road  terminates  at  its 
eastern  extremity  at  the  south-west  corner  of  Section 
85,  B.  4 N.,  B.  7 W.,  thence  continuing  westward  on 
the  survey  line  between  Section  3,  B.  8 N.,  B.  7 W., 
and  Section  84,  B.  4 N.,  B.  7 W.,  to  the  south-west 
corner  of  said  Section  84,  with  a width  of  88  feet  on 
each  side  of  said  survey  line. 

3.  All  the  roads  in  the  Steveston  Townsite  known 
as  First,  Second,  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth  and 
Seveutli  Avenues,  and  Bayview,  Moncton,  Chatham, 
Broadway,  Richmond,  Garry,  Lulu,  Pleasant,  Regent 
and  Hunt  Streets,  and  the  alleyways,  as  shown  on  the 
map  of  said  townsite.
